In this country the most ceaseless activi- ible. Now. if that is not correct, what, I 


ask again, would bethe result? Thecity 
authorities would not only have to build 
these cisterns everywhere, and with an 
immense capacity, to satisfy all the emer- 
yencies of which 1 have spoken, but they 
would be obliged to have a sufficient num- 
ber of fire engines. and firemen to man 
them. Itis just as reasonable to say that 
the city should have a given number of 
fire engines and fire companies, and that 
the capacity of all these engines should be 
up to a certain standard, as to say that a 
certain amount of water is to be furnish- 
ed, 
The evidence here is, that the city has 
wells from which to fill these .cisterns. 
Now, the determination to fill these cis- 
terns by wells is a judicial matter, undoubt- 
edly. Ifthe water had been drawn out to 
extinguish a fire two days previous to the 
one by which plaintiff was damaged, and 
the cisterns could not be filled from these 
wells between these two fires, then, if there 
is any failure of duty at all, it is, undoubt- 
edly, in a matter altogether within the dis- 
cretion of the city. It seems to me clear, 
that it isa matter purely judicial in its 
character, as to whether the city will have 
cisterns at all—and as to how mnch they 
shall hold—and if, in any emergency, there 
is not water enough supplied under the ar- 
rangements adopted by the city, the corpo- 
ration is not liable. Notso with a minis- 
terial duty. The city could determine to 
build the cisterns or not, but if it is deter- 
mined to build one, it must be so built that 
nobody will be injured thereby. Tht is to 
say—if the city should build a cistern, and 
not protect it sufficiently,so that a man 
should fall into it, without negligence on 
his part, and suffer injury therefrom, the 
city would be liable. 

ifthe work which the Council have de- 
termined to perform, is defectively execut- 
edl—if any act which tney do, or anything 
which they neglect to do, in the execution 
of plans previously deliberated upon and 
adopted, works an injury, the city is lia- 
ble. 

The Mayor and Council may lay out 
streets any where in the city, as they may 
think the public convenience demands. 

Well, if they determine to lay out a 
street, that is not only a matter judicial in 
its character, but so is also the length of it, 
and the breadth of it, and of the side-walk. 
But if they do the work so that somebody 
is injured, without his fault, then the city 
would be liable. 

They may determine to pave the side- 
walks. If they do not determine to pave 
them at all, and a man is injured because 
they are not paved, he has no redress. But 
if they determine to pave the side-walks 
and pave them so imperfectly that a pedes 
trian is injured, why, then the city would 
be liable. 

So. the Council have the discretion to 
provide water Wherever they think it will 
be necded, and in the quantities which they 
think will be needed. They haye the dis- 
cretion tor»#etermine in what way they 
will furnish this water. This done, their 
ministerial duty commences. If in the 
performance of the work, they are guilty 
of negligence, and injury results toa party 
without his fault, then he may recover 
damages for his injury. 

They can build cisterns or not, as_they 
please, and may dig wells if they please. 
But these wells must be so constructed as 
that they will hurt nobody—injure no- 
body’s property. The same is true as to 
sewers and streets. 

I think, therefore, it is clear that the 
plaintiff has no right to recover in this ac- 
tion, because the failure of the city, isin a 
matter judicial and not ministerial. But 
if this is ‘not correct, still I think plaintiff 
ought not to recover in this case, for an- 
other reason. I have been going upon the 
idea that the law imposes upon the city the 
duty of constructing these cisterns; but 
the law does not impose this duty at all. 
The law authorizes the City Council to make 
by-laws for the good government of the 
ality, and also by-laws in regard to “ jfire 
engines.” 

ut there is no duty there imposed upon 
the city to provide CISTERNS, and if that is 
not true, still it does not appear that there 
is any duty upon the city, even if they 
should constructa cistern, to keep it full of 
water. So far as this evidence goes it 
shows the contrary. 

The evidence is, that the cisterns were 
filled by the firemen from a runnin 
stream after this fire occurred. The evi- 
dence further is, that they are generally 
filled from wells, but it does not appear 
whether they are to be filled by the tire- 
or by the waste water

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The Hon. Robert J. Walker. 


A telegram from Washington City an- 
neunces the death of this distinguished 
statesman, early in’ the morning of ‘the 
lith instant. He had been confined to his 
room for some months past. by disease, but 
his mental faculties retained their vigor 


and activity. m™ 

fie was born in the year. 190i, harsgogth- 
umberland, Pa., and graduated in the Uhi- 
versity of Pennsylvania in,1819. He com- 
menced the practice of law in Pittsburg. 
in 1821, and commenced his political lite 
by the nomination of General Jackson for 
the Presidency. 

In 1825, be married Miss Mary Bache, a 
great grand-daughter of Benjamin Franh- 
lin, a lady, who united in an eminent de- 
gree, loveliness of character with beauty 
of person. 

In 1826,.he removed to Natchez, Missis- 
sippi, where he soon received a lucrative 
practice at the bar. In 1835, he was elected 
to the United States Senate, by the Demo- 
cratic party, and soon after his entry into 
the Senate. distinguished himself by the 
spirit and ability with which he sustained 
himself in a collision iv debate with Hen- 
ry Clay. 

In the winter of *43-4, appeared his letter 
in favor of the admission of Texas into 
the Union. It was an exhaustive analysis 
of the subject, and was a mine of fact and 
argument. He wasa zealous advocate of 
this measure, and in the Baltimore conven- 
tion his influence largely contributed to 
the nomination of James K. Polk, who was 
also an advocate of the policy of the ad- 
mission of Texas. 

In 1845, he_accepted the post of Secreta- 
ry of the Treasury of Mr. Polk’s adminis- 
tration, which he retained till its close, in 
1849. 

He remained in private life till 1857, 
when, at the urgent solicitation of Mr. 
Buchanan, he was induced to accept the 
post of Governor of Kansas, which he re- 
signed in the winter of the same year, and 
hus remained in private life up to the day 
of his death. : 

He had been, throughout hig Wife, an ar- 

dent and consistent advocate of the Union, 

and at the breaking out of the late war. 

was a resident of Washington City. His 
sympathies were with the Government 
during the contest. but -he remained in Eu- 

rope with bis family till its close. 

As soon as the war closed, he advocated 

the extension to the people of the South, of 
the most liberal terms, and he published.» 
letter addressed to the people of the North 
and South, filled with eloquent and ‘affee- 
tionate appeals. Healways spoke in terms 
of admiration of the courage and energy 

shown by the Southern people throughout, 
the contest, and used hig efforts ‘to Ggauage | 
the bitterness of private feelings.“and of 

political. animosity engendered by the 

war. He was a strentious supporterof Mr. 

Johnson’s administration. . | 
Mr. Walker had an _— intellect of 

large. ealibre and of. gréat activit 

and intensity. Ile | grappled with 
any matter that interested. him . with 
vehement determination, and maintained 
his hold upon it, tillevery fact connected} 
with it had been examined, weighed and | 
collated.

His report, While Secretary of the Treas- 

ury, in advocacy of Free Trade, was the 

most masterly array of fact and argument 

ever produced in this country on a finan- 

cial question. _[t was reprinted by order of! 
the British House of Commons and a copy 

placed on the table of every member of 
the House. His legal arguments on several 

important suits before the Supreme Court 

of the United States, were remarkable for 

close logic, cogent statement and labori- 

ous research, vivified by an ardent temper- 

ament. 

Though Mr. Walker had not been active- 

ly engaged in politicl life for many years, 

he had been frequently consulted on pub- 

lic measures as a Statesman of great, sa-

THE FRENCH QUEEN. 


‘A Striking Picture of Her Enter- 
tertainment by thé Sultan. 


All the slope of the Giant’. Mountain 
was covered with the tents of some 25,000 
troops. encamped there for the occasion of 
the review got up fo- the entertainment 
of the Empress. Far up the val- 
ley, near the hills on the right, the Sul- 
tan has had erected one of the most beau- 
tiful and picturesque kiosks which has 
been seen in any part of the world. It is 
altogether of an Arabesque character, in 
rose and gold, of two stories high and quite 
open in front. Just suchan one, it may be 
supposed, received Francis Ll. of France and 
Charles, Emperor of Germany. on the spot 
renowned in history as * The Field of the 
Cloth of Gold,” In place of tournament, 
of an assemblage of knights, legions, etc.. 
the two sovereigns here sat side by side— 
the one all that is beautiful and fascinating 
as a female, and the other remarkable for 
his manliuess and noble figure. brought 
together for peaceful purposes. In- 
deed. when we allow our memories to 
carry us back—only a short period—and 
recall the late civil war in Candia. and re- 
member that the Kmperor Napoleon 
strongly recommended this same Sultan to 
give up this Island to Greece—probably as 
a concession tothe Emperor ot Russia— 
this interyiew of his fair Empress with the 
same Sultan is full ot significant impor- 
tance. It shows a total change in the pol- 
icy of the Emperor Napoleon, and a dispo- 
sition to cultivate an alliance with Tur- 
key unfavorable to the pretensions of Rus- 
sian schemes inthe East. Itis said here 
that f;om reasons of a political character 
the Russian government exerted all of its 
influence at Paris to prevent the visit of 
the Kmpress to Constantinople, and only 
succeeded in inducing the French govern- 
ment to consent to favor her pilgrimage to 
Jerusalem, where exists a continuous ¢on- 
flict between the rival Churehes of the East 
and West—the Catholic and the Greek. 

Tiie two sovereigns reachcd this pavilion 
in open carriages,each drawn by four 
horses, the work ofa Paris tradesman, who 
is the Sultan’s coachmaker. The horses, as 
well as their harness, are European, and 
the former as fine as those of any sovereign 
in the world. 

* * #* As another evidence of the pro- 
gress of reform and advancement here, it 
may be stated that the page sy and the 
Sultan sat side by side in the same car- 
riage—he on her left. In front of the Sul- 
tan was Ismail Pacha, his Ambassador to 
France, and opposite the Empress, Prince 
Murat, the Franco-American grandson of 
the ill-fated King of Naples. [le is a tall, 
fine looking man, showing off to consider- 
able advantage his hussar uniform of red 
pantaloons, short jacket and famed Dolman 
¢loak thrown over his left shoulder, the 
whole surmounted by a tall bearskin cap. 

Forty years ago the Sultan would not 
have dared to appear in such company in 
the presence of his people, and much less 
of his soldiery. Now, it was evident thas 
all fully approve of his conduct and frank- 
ly participate in the hospitalities offered 
by their sovereign to the beautifnl Empress 
of France. As he alighted from the carriage 
and offered her hisright arm, and s0 as- 
cended the stairway to the upper floor of the 
pavilion, there was an immense shout of ap- 
proval, and even of admiration, from the 
vast crowd spead over the valley. Even the 
Turkish women, in their white veils and 
varied colored cloaks, clapped their hands 
with joy and excitement,, and cried out in 
no measured terms, Machallan! Machallan! 
Affarin, Affarin Podishakrimez! which may 
be interpreted, “ Bravo! bravo, our noble 
and gallant sovereign!” 

To the left of the platform on whicb the 
Sultan and the Empress alighted, followed 
by all of the ladies of her suite and the 
French and Turkish officers connected with 
her here, the Grand Vizier, his highness 
Ali Pacha, and al] of the other Ministers of 
the government steo in line to receive 
them, in full uniform. The Sultan was not 
in uniform, and only wore On his breast his 
own tecoration of the Othmanii in dia- 
mens and the Legion of Honor presented 
to him in Paris by the Emperor. Heis full 
six fret bigh, rather stout, but of a fine, 
manty figure. His. beard was short and 
perfectly black, but one could remark that 
the hair on the back of his head is slightly 
tinged with gray. owing to the frequent 
attacks of neuralgia, from which he has 
suffered for*many years, and which has 
given rise to the unfavorable reports about 
his sanity. His countenance is full of ani- 
mation and intelligence and his dark black 
eyes ure very remarkable for their ex- 
pressivn. 

The Empress was dressed in a rich silk 
of lilac color, covered with dentelle, and 
she wore a small cap or bonnet, also trim- 
med with lilac ribbons. Her tall and now 

uite slender figure is perfectly upright. 

er face shows her forty-three years, but 
it is still fair and beautiful, and no one 
can soon forget the sweetness of its ex- 

ression when sbe speaks. All that Gen. 
Dix said of her at his farewell banquet in 
Paris, is strictly correct, and no one can see 
her without loving her for ber eweet face, 
of not also for gentleness and benevolence. 
Shoald she visit the United States—and it 
is said that she wishes very much to do s0, 
and tu pass over the gigantic Pacific-At- 
lantic Railroad made by the American peo- 
ple—I am sure that she will gain the hearts 
of all who sec her. 

At about nine o'clock the Empress em- 
barked in one of the Sultan’s yachts to 
return to her palace of Beilerbey, followed 
by a perfect fleet of steamers of the Otto- 
man government, those of the foreign em- 
bassies and ‘others belonging to several 
private companies, all filled with passen- 
lgers. Even all the small tugboats and 
private launch steamers were present and 
joined in the suite of the Sultan’s guest, 
their masts and yards lit up with many 
colored lamps. 

As her vessel moved slowly down the 
stream, fireworks were sent up from float- 
ing platforms at anchor in the Straits; the 
troops on the elevations fired off a feu de 
jote with cannon and muskets. Far up 
on the hills their flashes could be distinctly 
seen and the “popping off” of their re- 
ports heard by the spectators. The roar of 
artillery was immense. Nothing has been 
so grand and imposing since the cannonade 
before Sebastopol, though in this case nei- 
ther cannon balls, bursting shells nor mus- 
ket balls carried death with them. Europe 
and Asia seemed combined to do honor to 
the fair guest of the Sultan, and the spec- 
tacle which they offered was most inimita- 
ble in any other portion of the universe. 
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the blood which hl, wird in abundance 
through the surface of the scar threatened 
to stop the passa ze of air,,-Dr. Lorenzo had 
recourse to tracheotomy. Respiration then 
‘ensued regularly. The head was fastened 
to the body by stitches and by.a special ap- 
paratus. The physiologist wished to as- 
certain for how long a time this appear- 
ance of life could thus be artificially main« 
tained. 

His astonishment was great when he 
saw that at the end of two hours not only 
did respiration still continue under the in- 
fluence of the electric current, but that 
circulation had even resumed acertain reg- 
ularity. The pulse beat feebly but sensibly. 
The ex periment was continued without in- 
termission. At the end of 62 hours it was 
evident to the astonishment of every 
one that a process of cicatrization had 
commenced on the lips of the section. A 
little later signs of life manifested them- 
selves spontaneously in the head and limbs, 
till then deprived of motion. At this mo- 
ment the directog of the prison, arriving for 
the first time in the experiment room, ob- 
served that by a singular mistake due to 
the haste of the operation, the head of Car- 
ines had been taken for thatof Aveiro, and 
had been applied to the body of the latter. 
The experiment was continued notwith- 
standing. Three days later the respiratory 
movements reproduced themselves, and 
electricity was suppressed. Dr. Lorenzo 
Carmo and his assistants were stupetied, 
trightened ata result so unexpected, and 
at the power of an agent which, in their 
hands, had restored tife to& body whose 
right to exist the law had forfeited. 

The learned surgeon, who had only had 
in view a simple physiological experiment, 
employed all his skill to continue this 
work, which science, sided against all ex- 
pectation by nature, had so singularly 
commenced, 
catrization, which progressed under the 
most favorable conditions. By means of 
an wsophagian probe, liquid nourishment 
was introduced into the stomach. At the 
end of about three months, the cicatrization 
was complete. and motion, though still dif- 
ficult, became more and more extended.

Encouraging to Planters. 


We copy the following as a part of a 
communication from Col. Murfee to the 
Agricultural page of that valuable journal

Mosite, Ava.. Oct. 26, 1869. 


Editor So. Argus: * " " * 

We have the finest portion of the world 
for our inheritance, and the only land to 
which millions of gold can be drawn with- 
out sending adollar’s worth of the soil’s 
virtue in return. Our cotton seed is a mul- 
tiplying gold mine, which hitherto has not 
been appreciated, but if we don’t soon re- 
alize their importance other countries will 
possess them. And hege I may remark 
that, as usually applied, two-thirds or more 
of their virtue is lost. And it may not be 
valueless to give some directions for mak- 
ing acompost in which every pound of 
cotton seed or stable manure is made to be 
worth three times as much as When used in 
the ordinary ways: 

1. Build a “ four square 
feet high. 

2. In the bottom, put a layer six inches 
deep of muck, or top soil from fence cor- 
ners or woods. 

3. On this layer of soil, put two inches of 
cotton seed. or stable manure. 

4. If to be had, put on this one inch of 
ashes. 

5. Having previously dissolved a bushel 
of salt in about three barrels of water, with 
this salt water slake one barrel of quick 
lime, and with this salt and lime wet the 
layers which have been put down. 

6. Repeat the courses in order, viz: Six 
inches of much, two incheg of seed or ma- 
nure, one inch of ashes (if at hand), and 
salt and lime water. After the pile is suf- 
ficiently high, top with eight inches of 
muck or top soil, and, if practicable, shelter

When ready to apply, take down one 
side or more of the pen, and, with a sharp 
= hoe, shove down the heap from top to 

ttom, so as to cut the materials fine and 
mix the layers. One quart of this compost 
is worth as much as the same amount of 
cotton seed, and the dirt has been made as 
good as theseed. This is the cheapest and 
best fertilizer that can be made. No far- 
mer should waste his seed or stable manure 
by applying in the ordinary ways.

Had he no 
title at all, instead of the perfect one he 
has, he would be admitted at once, and 
with open arms. The hatred of Andrew 
Johnson, by a very large majority of Sen- 
ators, is such, that if the alternative lay 
between him and Jefferson Davis, the lat- 
ter would be permitted to take a seat in 
the Senate the first day of its session, with- 
outa word of opposition. Stick to your 
principles, Mr. Cooper!— Wash.
